HE Chief of the Esthonian General Staff 
received the other day representatives 
of th. Press, and gave them his views 

on the military and political situation aris 

out of the present conditions in Russia 

Germany. The process of fermentation, he 
said, is still going on in Russia, and the 
insecurity of conditions is bound to bring 
surprises. ere are three Commucist 
groups there, whose aims in Central European 
Fuar vary. There is, first, the group to 
which Radek belongs, which stands for an 
aggressive man and holds that the:time has 
come for Russia to intervene in Central 


European. affairs 

The second group, which.numbers Kalinin, 
Pres dent of the Republic, among its mem- 
bers, is against such a policy. ‘Chis group is 
reluctant to embroil Russia in European 
affairs, and thinks that at present the countr 
is not in a position to embark on any subh 
intervention, not being sufficiently prepared 
or in. a sound economic position. The third 
group takes up the attitude that war at pre- 
sent is not desirable, but that, on the other 
hand, they should not remain passive and 
stand quite aloof from European affairs. 
They consider that something should be done 
in the nature of a small demonstration which 
would have a political effect. This last 
group, as far as one can judge, is for the 
time being the most influential one in Russia. 
Tchitcherin, it is said, holds the same views. 

As regards the future, it is, naturally, very 
difficult to predict what may happen, as 
everything depends upon which of these three 
groups is the strongest and most likely to 
come out victorious. Much also depends on 
the course of events in Central Eu The 
outcome of the present -crisis in Germany 
certainly will decide the fate of European 
countries. After all, there were many edven- 
turers in history who have given the world all 
possible surprises, and there are at present 
influential men in Soviet Russia who are also 
adventurers. One must be prepared for all 
contingencies. Under our conditions as a 
small State, living beside a big neighbour 
representing one of the big Powers, we must 
be constantly on our guard as to the trend of 
events in Europe, 

So far mobilisations have not taker place in 
Russia, but certain movements and regrouping 
of troops are in process. For instance, in 
“Rss “ and October the Russian Army, 
under General Budenny, which consists oí the 
first line of cavalry, and since the collapse 
of Denikin and Wrangel has found itself in 
rather unfavourr>le conditions as. to barrack 
ing and feeding in the North of Caucasia, has 
now been transported near the Western fron- 
tier, where it may be within reach if required. 
Part of that Army is around Moscow, and one 
division around Petrograd, where there are 
large cavalry barracks. Perhaps, the so-called 
Budennv Army will also be disbanded and 
attached to other troons. 

The “ Red fighters’’ in Petrograd have dis- 
tributed a signed proclamation, in Commmnist 
phraseology, to welcome the arrival of the

Russia can very easil¥-attaek us with light- 
moving troops like cavalry; and also by air. 
Were we to stand alone, we would be in a 
difficult position. Therefore, it is very im- 
portant for us that we should have friends not 
only among the neighbouring States, but also 
ne the European Powers, For that we 
must hope. 

The Communists themselves repeatedly lay 
stress on the fact that in order to achieve 
their object a bloody life and death struggle 
must ensue between the Communists and 
bourgeois society. Thus, * 


that all civilised States should be interested 


in such a conflict. As I said already, we 
must keep cool heads, and be on our guard 
and prepared for all possibilities. 

The Russian Fleet is now being put into 
order, and for every one dreadnought which 
was ready for action last year, there are two 
this year. In the near future, according to 
information, Fleet man®wuvres will be held, in 
order to test the efficiency of ‘the Red officers 
for actual warfare. In case of war, the 
Soviet Russian Fleet, which lies in Kronstadt, 
would be bottled up there, even if there were 
only a few dreadnoughts, Our hopes in that 
respect shoule b directed to i. óg IP . 
—that they should give us moral and material 
support. 

Where the theoretical possibilities are con- 
cerned, as to which route the Red Army 
might take to help the German proletariat, 
one would be by sea, along the Finnish coast 
and the East Sea. This would me n: ‘ 
islands would eventually be occupied, in order 
to obtain a base for operations in Europe, as 
Kronstadt, as a base, would be too far away. 
Of course it is not altogether to be assumed 
that Soviet Russia has the necessary transport 
facilities to take such a route. Therefore,- 
it is more likely that, should they decide to 
go to the assistance of the German workers, 
it will be by land through Lithuania. Bat 
again, we must consider that the Polish 
corridor of a hundred kilometres lies between 
Russia and Lithuania. apart fr» ‘he tact 
what Lithnania’s attitude might be in the 
event of such a march. 

At any rate the fact must be borne in

able to the public taste when It is 
dressed in operatic form. People will go 
to hear Die Meistersinger who would never 
think of listening to a concert of chamber 
music or the like; this has been proved time 
and again. The attendances at the Inter- 
national Celebrity Concerts or at the Royal 
Dublin Society Recitals have been far from 
crowded; but when the Carl Rosa Company 
was here it was almost impossible to secure 
a seat in any part of the house, so thronged 
were the audiences. Any newspaper-boy can 
repeat the stories of most of the operas, and 
can whistle most of the arias from them; but 
he would probably utter. a sarcastic and 
caustic “thanks” if you brought him to a 
recital of Chopin or Liszt. . 
Opera is popular because the meaning of the 
music is made plain. Those who go to hear 
Tannhauser, or any other opera, read in the 
action that takes place before their eyes the 
interpretation of the music. The music is 
translated, as it were, into drama for them ; 
and drama, which is life, they can understand. 
Therefore, the music takes on an additional 
attraction. In addition to its intrinsic va ue, 
it receives the value of associated idea. Citen 
the associated idea is very beautiful or in- 
tensely stirring, and so the music, although it 
may not be fully or properly appreécia-ed, 
wins for itself a place in the memory a> a 
thing of beauty and value. By itself it might 
never be able to win :that! place. 
Melody in the form ‘of. beautiful songs 


G = music seems to prove most accept- 


generally runs through opera fram’ beginhing_ 


to end. This is another reason for the popu- 
larity of opera. _ For to the popular ear 
melody is in the end the summum bonus of 
music; harmony and musical acrobatics are a 
mere accessory and afterthought in the musi- 
cal scheme of things. Yet melody cannot 
be heard without its orchestral background; 
and the miracle of orchestral music will not 
be denied. So in time the popular ear be- 
comes attuned to the subtleties and architec- 
ture of great music, and the audience may 
pass from the stage where music must be 
propped with all the eternal interests of 
action, beautiful scenery, and dramatic plot, 
to the appreciation in full of music by itself 
and for itself. 

Opera is thus an educating medium of the 
highest virtue. In the compass of a single 
work music of every variety and mood very 
often is contained; and those forms which 
are at first unacceptable are forced down the 
public throat as a sauce with the forms 
which give most pleasure. In the end some- 
thing of the purely esthetic value of music 
begins to be felt; and music which is mystical 
or merely decorative in content begins to have 
a meaning and appeal which it never had 
before. 

It is not easy without experience to isolate 
oneself from all sensuous impressions in order 
to concentrate upon that one which music 
makes. Even an enthusiastic lover of 
Beethoven will begin to get fidgety after a 
couple of hours’ listening to his favourite. 
Opera, however, satisfies eye, ear and imagina-

which it makes are all in harmony one with 
the other, and consequently reinilurce aud 
strengthen one another. Anyone who has 
heard the perfect music of Gluck’s ‘‘Orpheus”’ 
finds an inexpressible beauty and eúchant- 
ment in every bar and phrase; but let him 
once see the opera produced in a good theatre, 
with beautiful scenery, exquisitely movifig 
allets, and marvellous beauty of idea worked 
out in action, and he will find the music in- 
vested with a new, more intense, significance. 
So it is that music which tells a story 
holds a primary place in the popular heart. 
Men like butter and jam on their bread, and 
they like a Crama fhrown in with their music 
when they pay their three shillings or their 


one-and-six. With many, perhaps, even the 
dramatic interest is at first the principal 
allurement. At all events, the man in the 


street is not perfectly satisfied unless he can 
find some meaning or glimmering of reason 
in what he sees or hears. Music by itself is 
too enigmatic, too senseless for him. 
Beethoven and Schoenherg are all one to his 
tough and ready ear. h are musical mad- 
men. But in the opera he ‘finds not only good 
music, but good sense. - And. to whom - will 
not good sense appeal?

speaking school Eugene O'Neill, che 
brilliant author of “ Emperor Jones,” “The 
Hairy Ape,” ' Anna Christie,’ and several 
other much discussed plays, is least known to 
the reading public, and, perhaps, not at all 
v. the average playgoer on this side of the 
water. 

Yet, any general review of the English 
dramatic movement and its dramatis persone 
would be altogether incomplete without some | 
reference to Mr. O'Neill. It can hardly be an | 
exaggeration to say that he is now Anienca’s 
foremost playwright; certainly he is the most 
notable exponent of the psychological drama | 
which that country has produced. In all his 
plays there is that vivid characterisation and 
penetrating study of the human mind which | 
makes so powerful an appeal to the emotions 
of his audiences. He has been described 
somewhere as the laureate of the inarticulate. 
He is more; he is the mouthpiece of | 
humanity's dregs, and his portraiture is the 
portraiture of its varying, ever-changing emo- 
tions, its hopes, its fears, its loves—-its whole 
existence. From the lowest social strata 
his characters are drawn, and they live in his 
pages with an intensity all the more real and 
convincing hecause of the truth that is m 
them. Eugene O'Neill struck a new dramatic 
note in America’s literary movement.
